Outlines Administration’s Views, 
Which Are in Harmony with 
Gen. Wood's Ideas. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—In. view. of 
the general speculation as to the attitude 
of the Administration toward the army 
and its. organization,..Mr. Garrison, the 
Secretary of War, gave out.to-day a clear 
declaration of his conception’of what the 
United States Army should be and the 
lines which should be followed in strength- 
ening it: It is understood that Mr. Gar- 
rison reflects the views of the President 
in what he says, and he shows conclu- 
sively that he has a firm grasp on.‘the 
many problems that beset the reorgan-+ 
ization of the, army. 

The new Secretary of War squarely sus- 
tains the position taken by Major Gen. 
Wood with regard to army enlistments 
and the reserve, thereby mgking it per- 
fectly, clear to Mr. Hay and his associ- 
ates. in the Mousé Military Committee 
that they must decide whether to con- 
‘tinue their struggle to force the Ains- 
worth plan on the country. or fall into 
line with the 4 iministration. 

The Secretary's statement in part is as 
follows: 

“‘Our present authorized standing army 
is 100,000 men. At present we do not at- 
tempt to recruit to a greater number than 
20,000. The over-sea jrequirements and 
the coast defenses’ subtract from this 
number to an extent, leaving’ the mobile 
force in the United States proper approx- 
imately 35,000—less rather than more, 

“No one will pretend that with a mo- 
bile force of less than 35,000 men we are 
prepared—in fact, if we don’t alter the 
eondition -we are not even prepared to 
prepare. If we are called on to meet force 
with forcé in our’ present. situation we 
simply. sacrifice. men and money in a 
shameful way, Unless we plan and pre- 
pare’ in advance and have a reservé of 
trained men to make an army of. .res- 
pectable size. and efficiency, we_literally 
‘send men out to acquire t eir education 
in armies .under the fire of an -enemy— 
an enormity which has only to be stated 
to cause one to ‘shrink from permitting 


f, 

“How, then, is it proposed to provide 
in a fairly efficient way to fill out our 
skeleton of regular equipment if occasion 
requires? First, by providing for a re- 
serve of trained officers and men. 
Second, by working up the magnificent 
material we have in the National Guards. 
And third, by providing for a volunteer 
soldiery drawn from the body of citizens. 
which will have to be effectually trained 
and which we will have an opportunity 
so to train. while the regulars, the. re- 

serves and the National guards are out 
fat *he first call.

CUTS IN MANY DEPARTMENTS 


Sulzer’s Commission Prepares Supply 
» ’ BIL Calling for $1,000,000 Less 
“Than Last. Year.

ALBANY, March 18.—The annual ApD- 
propriation and Supply bills to meet the 
expenses of the State Government for 
the remainder of the present fiscal year 
and for tne next fiscal year beginning on 
Oct. 1 were introduced in the Assembly 
to-day. The bills this year were prepared 
4 by the Governor’s Commission of Inquiry 
and not by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the Assembly as usual. The total 
amount of appropriations, including an 
estimate of $10,000,000 for special appro- 
priations in separate bills, is $41,110,334, 
as compared with a total appropriation of 
$52,366,582 in 1912. 

This apparent decrease is due in part to 
the fact that the Commission of Inquiry 
provides only $129,500 for the sinking fund 
this year, on the ground that there is a 
generous surplus in the sinking fund at 
present. The sinking fund allotment last 
year was about $6,550,000. Tine commis- 
sion has also omitted department esti- 
mates for new construction, and in many 
instances reappropriations of unexpended 
balances are omitted. The commission is 
opposed to the continuing of appropria- 
tions for more than a year, and it is prob- 
able that the law will be amended to 
shorten the life of appropriations from 
two years to one year.

One from the outside 
must rely..upon those who communicate 
to him, and‘ if their communication is for 
any reason incomplete or inaccurate, he

Secretary Bryan continued: 

‘We are about to secure the election 
of United States Senators by the direct 
vote ofthe people. By. the ratification 
of that amendment vou have declared 
yourselves in favor of the election of 
Senators by the direct vote of the people. 
Does anybody doubt that if we had had 
the election of Senators by the people last 
Fall you would already have represent- 
ing you at Washington the men whom 
the. Democrats selected «nd who as their 
candidates were a part of the ticket?

A column of 400 Federal troops, com- 
manded by Gen. Trucy Aubert, in the 
course of Sunday night met and defeated 
500 rebel followers of Venustiano Car- 
wvanza at Potrero, near Villaidama, in the 
State of Nuevo Leon. The Federats lost 
seventeen Killed and the rebels left twenty 
dead on the field) The rebels retreated 
toward the north, followed by Gen. Au- 
bert and his troops, who later occupied 
Villaldama.

Henrietta Redman, teacher of English 
in the Wadleigh High School, who has 
been prominent in the discussion of tie 
case of Mrs. Katherine C. Edgell, the 
teacher who was refused leave of absence 
to bear a child, advocating the so-called 
“silence agreement”’ among married wo- 
men in the public school system, admitted 
last evening that she was married a 
month ago to Herman De Fremery, an 
employe of the Forestry Department of 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. Mrs. De Fremery, who is living with 
her husband at 42 Bank Street, gave her 
reasons for keeping her marriage from the 
knowledge of the Board of Eaucation. 

“I did so,’ she said, “as a protest 
against the utterly unfair attitude of the 
board toward the married teachers. 1 
spoke, not because I had joined their 
ranks, but for principle’s sake. The mo- 
ment @ woman teacher announces her 
marriage she puts herself, no matter 
what her abilities may be, in @ class that 
fs not in line for promotion. The only 
way a teacher can protect her interests 
is to keep silent as long as she can as 
to whether or not she is married. She 
must insist on the principle that her 
wifehood and her spinsterhood are strict- 
ly personal and private affairs. 

“I have known Mr. De Fremery for a

The hearing yesterday in the arbitra- 
tion of the railroad firémen’s demands 


fat the Waldorf was taken up with the 


cross-examination of W. J. Lauck, the 
Statistician employed by the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen. and Enginemen 
to analyee the expenses, increased re- 
ceipts, and wages paid to firemen on each 
of the roads. 

Elisha Lee, Chairman of the Conference 
Committee of Managers, representing the 
fifty-four : Eastern railroads, put a: dif- 
ferent, interpretation from that of. Mr. 
Lauck on some of the tables he had-pre- 
pared. Mr. Lauck’s general conclusion 
from his researches was*that the rail- 
roads had increased their incomes greatly 
since 1902 by. using larger engines, larger 
cars, and longer trains, with the result 
that the firemen had to shovel more coal 
and were forced to handle a greater vol- 
ume of tonnage. This increase in the 
productive capacity of the firemen, Mr. 
Lauvck maintained, had not been proper- 


ly. compensated. 
One of his tables, based on the revenue 


train mile as a unit, showed that the 
operating revenue of the fifty-four rail- 
Sepang taken as a-whole, had increased 
from §$1.90to $2.46, while their cost for 
firemen had increased only from 3.89 
cents to 5.64 cents, the purpose being to 
show that the roads were well able to pay 
higher wages. Mr. Lee reduced the fig- 
ures to percentages and contended that, 
as the revenue had increased 29 per cent. 
and the cost of firemen 45 per cent., the 
argument fell to the ground. 

r. Lauck said the right way to look 
at the figures was to consider that the 
roads had gained in revenue 56 cents 
and their cost for firemen had increased 
only 1.75 cents. The percentage, he main- 
tained, had no significance. His figures 
related not to the wages of the individual] 
firemen, but to the total. expense of the 
roads for firemen. The fact that more 
firemen were now employed would in- 
crease the cost for firemen, but would 
not add to the wages of the individual. 
Mr. Lée emphasized the increased effi- 
ciency and capacity for hauling more 
tonnage through the cutting down of 
grades and other improvements, which

THE MURDER AT SALONIKA. 

The assassination of King GEorGE of 
Greece has cast a shadow on the re- 
‘cent victories of the Greeks over their 
old enemy’ ‘and oppressor. 
likely, at first, that the assassin might 
be a Bulgarian, wrought to frenzy’ by 
the recent dissensions between the 
allies. But the Jater dispatches , indi- 
cate that he was’a degenerate Greek, 
who cofild have had no cause for.anger 
with the successful leader of-the Greek 
Army.

DAVID LIVINGSTONE. 

Sir, Harry: H, JoHnston, an African 
explorer of later and less perilous 
years, in a recently published tribute 
to the memory of Dr. Davin Livinc- 
STONE, described him as a “ modern- 
minded man.” .A strong, far-reaching, 
active mind he must have had in his 
poor boyhood at Blantyre, near Glas- 
gow. to overcome the influences of his 
environment. He might have grown 
up Without education, except for a 
little half-understood reading in “Prac- 
tical Christianity’? and “The Fourfold 
State,” with a narrow and bigoted 
view of. life, and found what content 
he might in the drudgery of the cotton 
mills. But he studied nights in. his 
Latin grammar, and in the nine years 
of his novitiate, from his tenth to his 
nineteenth, acquired much learning 
from the rocks and woods as well as 
from books. In spite of many flog- 
gings he would: not swallow’ Scotch 
Presbyterianism, though _ he. was al- 
ways credited with religious feéling,

It has long been the policy of this 
State to prevent the unnecessary crea- 
tion of ‘competing public utilities in gas 
and electric power. The poliey is well 
based, since an opposite course would 
involve the duplicating of plants, ma- 
chinery, mains, conduits, the restricting 
of business’ so as to destroy economies, 
and poorer service to consumers. There- 
fore single companies occupying the 
whole field have been permitted, and 
have been placed under public regula- 
tion as to their rates and quality of 
service. It is understood that when 
rates are too high or when service falls 
below the required standard the Pub- 
lic Service Commission may be ap- 
pealed to for rulings to be made in be- 
half of consumers. 

Much doubt has been expressed, and 
by expert authorities, whether the “ en 
tering wedge” which Commissioner 
VAN KENNEN proposes in this ‘hew pol- 
icy of State competition of electric 
power plants would be driven with pre- 
cision and force enough actually to split 
asunder the foundation of private in- 
vestments entered into in good faith 
with the public.

Tn a sense one got the effect of the tail 
wagging the dog at yesterday’s Strind- 
berg. matinée at the Forty-cighth Street 
Theatre. After Mr. Edwin Bjérkman’s 
earnest address on the author and his 
work, the piece which followed seemed 
rather a disappointing affair. For, to be 
in any sense impressive, ‘‘ The Stronger,” 
as it is called, would require far more va- 
riety in histrionic resource than was in 
evidence at this matinée. 

Presenting the two strings to a certain 
amorous gentleman’s bow, one married to 
him and the other an irresistible influence 
in every detail of his ménage, the little 
piece is worked out in the form of what 
might be described as monologue on one 
hand and pantomimic exposition on the 
other. Mrs. X, the married woman, has 
never suspected the exact relationship of 
her husband with Miss Y, and she is ulti- 
mately to awaken to a realizing sense 


that the tulips which she embroiders on 
his slippers; the chocolate which they 
drink in the morning, the very clothes she 
wears, are concessions to the taste of the 
other woman. At first, grieved and 
Stunned, she turns angrily upon Miss Y, 
who sits alternately reading her. news- 
paper and scornfully observing her more 
successful rival’s discomfiture—then, phi- 
losophically, decides that, after all, she. is 
the stronger, since she has the husband 
and his child, and that the lessons in love 
learned from the other woman have been 
to the wife’s advantage. 

Miss Moore’s acting as the wife was 
labored, and Miss Reicher,. though she 
conveyed a certain sense~of selfishness 
and pique, was rather limited in express- 
ing the mood of the character. - 

Mr. Hampden and Mr. Reicher succeed- 
ed better with ‘ Pariah,” an _ effective 

sychological study of types, with corol- 
ary discussions of crime and ins Monee 
and the effect upon the individual. 

Here the thrust and parry of argument 
is very skillful, and develops naturally 
enough if one is willing to overlook. the 
fact that at least two-thirds of the argu- 
ment would be impossible, or at least im- 
probable, were the characters working out 
an actual experience. For Mr. X, having 
re'ated the story of an accidental murder 
which he has never confessed to the au- 
thorities, allows himself to be affected by 
the threat of exposure on the part of a 
thief, still in danger of prison, whose un- 
substantial testimony would not be dam- 
aging at all under the’ circumstances. De- 
spite this inconsistency, and a _ similar 
prompt acceptance on the part of the thief 
of Mr. X’s assurance that his wife knew 
all about the crime, the contrasted char- 
acters provide an interesting study. And 
their salient characteristics were vividly 
enough portrayed by Mr. Reicher and Mr.: 
Hampden.

Ex-Minister of War of France Had 
a Stormy Administration. 


DIJON, France, March 18.—Gen. Louis 
Joseph Nicolas. Andre, former Minister 
of War, died here to-day. Gen Andre 
was born on March 29, 1838. He was 
for several years Minister of War until 
Nov.. 15, 1904, when he was succeeded 
by M. Berteaux.— During the last days 
of.his administration the War Office was

He was 
also a member of the French Society 
of Moral Prophylaxis, Society of Soci- 
ology, Association of Gymnastic So- 
cities, and the National Association of 
Military Orders. His Paris address was 
23 Rue Erlanger.

Mr. Adams sald that his position. was 
that the Sherman law, in prohibiting 
“unreasonable” restraint of trade, had 
provided no standard by’ which acts 
might be measured, and so was ‘too in- 
definite to be good asa criminal law. 

“As I remember it, within a year or so 
we decided a case in which we held that 
‘reasonable’ was a sufficiently definite 
standard,” declared Justice Holmes. 

Mr. Adams said he had distinguished 
that case from the one he was arguing. 

“Do you have the crime of manslaugh- 
ter in Georgia?” asked Chief Justice 
White. “ Define it.” 

Mr. Adams hesitated. The Chief Justice 
thereupon recalled an incident that hap- 
pened in New Orleans just after a period 
of miliatry law, wherein a: man shot an- 
other who was reaching for his snuffbox 
in his hip pocket. 

“Naw, the jury,” said Chief Justice 
White, “found that in that day it was 
reasonable to supposejy when a man 


reached to his pistol pocket, he meant to 

pull his pistol, and so acquitted the ac- 

cused on the ground of self-defense. The 

jury declared the act was reasonable.
